REPORT OF STATISTICIAN 


That special emphasis might be placed on the contents of the 
annual Parochial Report of the Kansas Synod; that the pastors and 
lay-members be stimulated to a consciousness of their duty to their 
church; that interest be created in properly filling out in the fullest 
manner the congregational parochial blanks; and that the statistics 
of Synod be more than a necessary evil; your statistician has deemed 
it expedient and profitable te do more than just handle figures and 
assemble them on a large sheet to be tacked up in the Synodical 
church building for display, comment and criticism. He deviates, 
then, from the old way and begs to submit the following report. 

My first thought deals in gratitude to the pastors of Synod 
for their promptness in getting the parachial reports in. Thirty- 
six reports were in on time, one report was two days late and four 
reports were not received, namely: Hays, Lancaster, Minneapolis and 
Whitewater, all of which are without pastors. | 


Benevolence 

3 Three congregations paid an excess of $28.00 on apportioned 
benevolence, against five congregations last year with $162.00 
excess; 22 congregations paid in full this year against 14 last year; 
14 congregations show a deficit of $1725.00, against 19 congrega- 
tions last year with a deficit of $2618.00. This comparison is 
very gratifying, showing both a decrease in number ef congregations 
reporting a deficit and in the decrease of $907.00 in said deficit. 
May the congregations showing a deficit this year not only pay up 
in full next year, but square their consciences by showing an excess 
in next year’s report. This year 94.92 percent of the benevolent 
budget wag received over against 87.20 percent received last synodi- 
cal year. i |

REPORT OF MISSIONARY COMMITTEE 


Self-supporting—Two Missions—Greenleaf, Kansas, and Tulsa, 


Ok., are placed on our Roll of Honor as having assumed self-support 
this year. » Greenleaf, Kansas; 8 (1895) and St. Paul's (1885). 


This is the oldest mission charge in Synod with the exception 
of Whitewater. Rev. C. W. Nelson took charge April 1, and the 
work has been progressing rapidly. Trinity is planning to buy a 
small building and attach it to their church for a Primary Depart- 
ment. A Luther League has been organized at St. Paul’s, but best 
of all this charge assumed self-support October 1. 

Tulsa, Oklahoma, was organized in 1909. It progressed with a 
fair measure of success until Rev. S. S. Kauffmann, D. D., assumed 
charge on July 1, 1919. At that time there was a church building 
needing repair, and a debt of $6000. There was a membership of 75. 
Since that time the membership has increased to 170, a parsonage 
worth $7500. purchased, the Sunday school has been doubled and the 
church organizations strengethen Thirty-five hundred dollars 
— — spent in repairing the church. Self-support was assumed

Whitewater, (1881). This, our oldest mission, during the va- 
cancy of the Missionary Superintendent’s office, formed a temporary 
federation with the local Reform Church and has engaged a local 
layman to supply them. This arrangement they are very loath to 
give up. Yet we are hopeful. | 

Noreatur, St. Mark’s, (1887) and St. Paul's, Long Island, (1887) 
Rev. A. L, Groseclose, Pastor. Nine accessions at Norcatur, three 
of them by adult baptism. A net increase of one communicant mem- 
ber at each point. This is a difficult field and Rev. Groseclose de- 
serves credit for staying by this point. | 

Hutchinson, (1888), Rev. A. J. Beil, Pastor. This has been a 
year of achievement and yet a crucial year for Hutchinson. Rev. C. 
W. Nelson resigned and Rev. A. J. Beil took charge June 1. His 
first act was the dedication of this splendid structure. Five new 
members have been received during the summer. We believe tha 
this church is now in line for a consistent and steady growth. : 

* Sedalia, (1894). The resignation of Pastor Koser because of 
failing health left this congregation thoroughly discouraged. Student 


m. C. Zimmann, of Chicago Theological Seminary, supplied this 


t during the summer and did fine work. Your Missionary Super- 
tendent and wife expect to take personal charge for awhile. 

_ Kansas City, Kansas, (1902), Rev. G. C. Schaub, Ph. D., Pastor. 

This has been a critical year and yet a year of great progressive 


_ strides for Kansas City, Easter, 1923, was the last service 


in the old church. The church building and site, condemned by the 
city for a civic center, netted the congregation $17,600. They are 
now worshipping in a hall. The plans for the new church are nearing 
completion and they broke ground July 22. Gov. Walter C. Davis, 
of sas, was the principal speaker for the day. Subscriptions 
amounting to ten thousand dollars on a five-year basis have been 
secu The new building is to be built in two units. The first 
one to cost forty thousand dollars. Accessions for this year were 47 
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with a total net ong in communicant membership of 15, 
Wichita, (1909), Rev. E. E. Stauffer, D. D., 41 Wichita 
has had a remarkabie year. Ninety adult members were received. 
Twenty-two children were baptized and seventeen baptized children 
received otherwise, making a total of one hundred and thirty-nine 
accessions to the baptized membership. The Communicant member- 


ship was increased from 84 to 160, the Sunday School from 77 to 151. 


The church organizations including a daily see Bible School are 
in a flourishing condition. 

Fairmont, Mo., (1916). The resignation of Rev. H. E. Zimmer- 
man, as supply, left a decidedly discouraged group of people. Your 
Missionary Superintendent and wife took personal charge May 1. 
No other church is located within a half mile in this growing district, 
and we consider the prospects of this mission second to none in the 
Kansas Synod. The Sunday School has increased from 100 to 130. 
There will be an accession in a short time which will strengthen the 
membershi reported last year by fifty per cent. We hope to have a 
pastor in this field within a few weeks. His first job will be a new 
church building. 

Kansas City, St. John’s, (1922), Rev. A. B. Shrader, D. D., 
Pastor. This mission has had a good year. Rev. A. B. Shrader was 
called November 1. The parish house was dedicated November 12, 
and has been furnished with altar, lecturn, chairs, etc. ‘Twenty- 
eight new members were received and five children baptized. iy 
Communicant membership increased from 32 to 40. St. John’s 
facing heavy financial burdens nobly and the outlook is good. 

T , granted aid from Kansas Synod in an emergency. 
Topeka, under the leadership of Rev. E. C. Sibberson is progressing. 

They have recently reduced their appropriation by fifty dollars and 
expect to do as much more within the current budget year. Rev. E. 
C. Sibberson of Topeka has been perfecting himself in the art of 
ministering to the deaf mutes. In this he has been encouraged by 
the Home Mission headquarters in Chicago. We would recommend 
that the various pastors look around in their respective communities 
_and if there be found a sufficient number of these unfortunate people, 
who are not being cared for, that they arrange for occasional services.

REPORT OF BOYS’ WORK 


Your committee on Work among Boys reports two activities for 
the year 1922-1923; the one that of conducting the second annual 
camp for boys, and the second that of building a place to conduct 
said camp. This particular report deals with the first activity. 

The Second Annual Boys’ Camp for Lutheran boys of the Kan- 
sas Synod is past. The significant feature of the camp was embodied 
in the fact that it was held on Lutheran ground, in Lutheran tents; 
that the campers ate in a Lutheran dining hall and washed away 
their sins in Lutheran water. For all things both desirable ‘and un- 
desirable are Lutheran, at the Lutheran Camp. | 

Sixty boys of the Lutheran faith and five leaders—Létherans 
too — enjoyed the pleasures and displeasures of the ten-day outing. 
The eats were good, but the mosquitoes were bad. The swimming 
water was clean but cold—one needed a polar bear disposition to 


stay in longer than the first dive. The soft drinks were soft, but 


hard on the pocket book. The flag pole was tall, but crooked. 
gooseberry bushes were full of thorns, but the pies we ate of the 
berries from the bushes were delicious. The boys at the camp were 


just boys, but some will be preachers when they become men. The 


leaders were excellent men, but under paid. 

Yes, the boys’ camp was a success, although not as highly and 
efficiently organized as the eamp of last year at Elmdale. How- 
ever, the fault was how all our own. We tried hard enough, but 
‘many discouragements were continuous in their dissemination of 
gloom. The weather was against us; failure to procure a sufficient 
and well rounded leadership faced us; lack of money 23 our 
efforts; and last but not least, the shameful support receiv 
our fellow ministers almost drove us to distraction. | 

The program put into daily use at the camp was ae | as to 
accommodate the needs of a full developed life. The foundation 
stone in that program was spiritual training, for the development 


of which a little book, entitled “The Teachings of Jesus Christ” and 


published by The Morehouse Publishing Company, Milwaukee, Wis., 
was used. Several talks around the camp fire were made by the 
leaders; physical training engaged the boys for a half hour each day; 
work was obligatory; scouting and nature study were “re upon ; 
swimming and fishing were the boys’ chief delight; competitive 
athletics and water contests resulted in the lowering of many pro- 
_ fessional records and the “stunt nite” was better than a circus to 
the many people who attended it from Abilene and the camp vicinity. 

Thus we come to the close of the second chapter in the history 
of our work among boys. To date we have only scratched the surface 
of possibilities accorded the Committee, but the third and sucteeding 
chapters will be full by the Grace of God and the help that the Boys’ 
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Work Committee asks of the Kansas Synod in the matter of financing 
the Lutheran Camp.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES T COLLEGE. 


There are several factors which determine rogress in an edu- 
cational institution. Judged by these considerations Midland College 


been progressive the past year. 
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One of these factors is an increase in students. This year marks 


a very encouraging increase in the number of students at Midland. 
The Freshman class numbers 82. The enrollment for the Academic 
Department is 170. The Commercial department has enrolled 44. 


The total enrollment is 294 students. The Western Theological Sem- | 


inary has 14 students in the building this year. 

Another factor by which success is judged is the financial con- 
dition. $3000 was paid on indebtedness last year. It is most grati- 
fying to report that all current bills were met to June 1, the close 
of the fiscal year. The expenses of Midland amounted to $52,000. 
Kansas Synod contributed $2438.72 toward the special fund. The 
apportionment was $5688. This deficit handicaps. Distressing in- 
debtedness follows failure to meet this obligation. Wichita, Peabody, 
Tulsa, Abilene are on the honor roll, having raised the full apportion- 
ment. The following churches made contributions: Bendena, Em- 
poria, Eureka, Greenleaf, Lawrence, Norcatur, St. Mark’s, Ottawa, 
Salina, St. Joseph, Waterville, St. Mark’s, Wellington and Water- 
ville, Evangelic Atchison, Beloit, Bunkerhill; Bunkerhill, Excel- 
sior; Chapman, Greenleaf, St. Paul’s Hutchinson, Kansas City St. 
Mark’s, Kansas City Trinity, Kansas City Children’s Memorial, Kan- 


sas City, St. John’s, Lancaster, Norcatur, St. Paul’s, Topeka, Valley 


Falls, Waterville, Hebron, White Water, Hays, Minneapolis, Mount 
Washington, Perth and Oklahoma City, did not make contributions 
to Midland in accord with last year’s resolution. 

Another evidence of prosperity at Midland is building activity. 
The Board of Trustees has planned for a greater Midland. One of 
the most reliable architects of the Middle-West has drawn up plans 
for future campus arrangement and locations of buildings that will 
make Midland College one of the most attractive and complete insti- 
tutions in this part of the country. To keep faith with the citizens 
of Fremont, who have given such generous financial support to the 
college, and to keep faith with the students to whom sacred promises 
have been made, as well as to meet an imperative need, it became 
necessary to launch a building program. A new gymnasium and 
commons is under construction. Its cost, including an absolutely 
necessary central heating plant will be $125,000. This building pro- 
vides for an adequate dining hall and auditorium. The funds to 
erect this building will be raised in the redemption of unpaid Nebras- 
ka Synod subscriptions of $90,000, $22,500 of contributions from the 
city of Fremont, six thousand of which has been paid, proceeds of 
$8000 from the Knollenberg farm and $6000 from a farm near Wav- 
erly and $17,000 from the sale of the race track. We would remind 

sas Synod that one-half of its pledge goes to college endow- 
ment and one-half to the seminary. | 

The next building to be erected will be a girls’ dormitory. Mr. 
Henry Luckey will pay $50,000 toward its erection. The churches 
must contribute $50,000 more. 

The value of a college depends, in a very real sense, upon its 
faculty. Midland has a most efficient and harmonious faculty. The 
Rev. Robert L. Patterson has been called to the chair of Bible and 
Practical Theology in the seminary. , 


Recommendations 


First, we recommend that an apportionment of one dollar per 


capita for Midland College be made and that it be regarded as a 
“special” and we further recommend that the Kansas Synod solemnly 
declare its purpose to do its utmost to raise every dollar of said ap- 
portionment. 

Second, The North West College Association has ruled that all 
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colleges, which desire its recognition must have an — of 
$500,000 by 1925. Midland has a present endowment of $100,000. 
The Association will recognize $200,000 of endowment in view of the 
Board of Education’s annual appropriation. The Syn must raise 
$200,000 additional endowment. We recommend that ‘ansas Synod 
assume its proportion of this amount, which is 550,000, and that the 
canvass for this endowment fund be made first in the congregations, 
which were not canvassed, for endowment th years ago.

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REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE UNITED LUTHERAN 
| ‘CHURCH 


United Lutheran Church. The recommendations were considered 


The Third Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church 
in America was held in Buffalo, N. Y., October 15-25, 1922. Of the 
507 delegates entitled to a seat. 489 were present. We report, with 
regret two absentees in the Kansas Synod delegation. President 
Frederick H. Knubel was not present on account of illness when 
Convention opened. Rev. Ellis B. Burgess, D. D., President of the 
Pittsburg Synod was elected Acting Chairman and presided with 
marked ability. Dr. Knubel who presided during the latter part of 
the Convention, was reelected president. Dr. M. G. G. Scherer was 
reelected secretary and Mr. Clarence E. Miller, treasurer. The next 
Convention will be held in Chicago. | | 
This delegated body represented 1,117,980 baptized members 
and 801,250 confirmed members. The gain in confirmed members 
for the first year of the biennium was 9,850 souls. This small num- 
erical increase is a challenge to every pastor to carry on in season 
and out of season, an a ive evangelistic program. We must 
ever remember that not “Lutheran material” but the world is our 


| The difficulty of 8 this convention adequately, must 
be apparent to everyone. mass of detailed information presented 
in reports and resolutions, makes a volume of almost five hundred 
fifty pages. All pastors have access to this published report. Your 
committee aims, simply, to incorporate in its report something of the 
spirit of the convention and a few of the salient outstanding features 
ich may appeal to the laity as well as the pastors. report 
does not bring to your attention deliberations of the convention which 
should be included properly in reports of 2 committees which 
represent directly in the Synod various boards of the church. | 
The Buffalo Convention made apparent again, the wisdom and 
timeliness of the merger. The work of fusion has proceeded most 
satisfactorily. By God’s grace it will go on to completeness. The 
president reported that the details of merging the agencies of the 
three General Bodies have practically been completed. The harmony 
which prevailed in the Convention, evidenced that there was not 
simply a merging of agencies but that the three bodies have merged 
in spirit. Lines of Synodical cleavage are disappearing rapidly. 
The three bodies which united to form the U. L. C. had much in 
common. Each had distinctive virtues. By mutual respect, sympathy 
and sacrifice, not only has destructive friction been prevented, but a 
permanent unity has been effected | : 
This Convention demonstrated again the absolute necessity of an 
efficient Executive Committee. The careful deliberations of this 
Committee not only prevents much needless and fruitless discussion 
but insures more intelligent action on the part of the Convention 
and assures more certain progress in the development of God’s king- 
dom. The convention endorsed unanimously, almost every recom- 
mendation of the Committtee. The church need not fear centraliza- 
tion of power in this Committee under the present constitution. T 
church has not surrendered arty of its rights. It has not been de- 
prived of its freedom. The democratic principle is maintained in all 
he action of the Executive Committee. Its power is not arbitrarily 
exercised, The Convention so agreed when it approved the report 
the Commission of Adjudication on a preamble and certain u- 
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tions presented to it by the Maryland Synod, asking for an interpre- 
tation of the Constitution and alleging practical usurpation of power 
by the Executive Committee. The interpretation of the initiatory and 


supervisory power of the Executive Committee as rendered by the 
Commission of Adjudication was unanimously accepted upon motion 


of a leading member of the Maryland Synod. Constituent Synods 
should, however, carefully review the acts of the Executive Commit- 


tee as endorsed by the U. L. C. Convention. Such careful study will 


lead not only to memorialization if there is tendency to infringe upon 
Synodical rights, but will also secure more ready acquiescence on 
the part of pastors with Executive suggestions and more willing 
conformity thereto. | | 

The Washington Convention adopted the Declaration of Prin- 
ciples and strengthened foundations of faith in our church. The 
Buffalo Convention did likewise by its approval of certain applica- 
tion of those principles. Perhaps the most conspicuous illustration 


is the endorsement of the Executive Committees recommendation that 


the U. L. C. should not become a constituent member of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in America, but that it should main- 


tain consultative relationship with the Council, if that body so agreed, 


cooperating along lines which should be determined . the Executive 
Committee of the U. L. C. with the appointment of friendly visitors 
to the meeting of the Couneil and its Executive Committee. Three 
reasons for this action not to enter into corporate relations with the 
Council are: First, no definite recognition of the necessity or im- 
portance of unity of faith; second, a strong tendency on the part of 
the Federal Council to set up much machinery in the effort to have 
the wirld in its organisms follow Christian principlés, even though 
che world in its organisms has rot been truly converted to Christian 
rrinciples; third, the Federal Council does not clearly, cefinitely and 
specifically set forth the things in which the churches may cooperate 
without any one of them being led into acquiescence in what it re- 
2 as error or into suppression of its testimony to the truth which 
t holds, but that on the other hand the program of the Federal 
Council is so constructed as to embrace practically every activity of 


Your. Committee does not think that the Convention has been 
reactionary in its decisions, however, the various boards of the church 
will continue to affiliate with parallel agencies. The Convention 
recognizes the duty of participation in certain matters of common 
interest and approved of such cooperation by pastors and congrega- 


é 

The Convention while it emphasized unity on the basis of faith, 
expressed hearty willingness to cooperate with other Lutheran bodies. 
It seeks a world-wide relationship with Lutherans of all lands. It 
does not sanction provincialism. It aims to promote a Lutheran 
world solidarity. It entered into an agreement with the United 
Lutheran Church of Hungary and with the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of Czecho-Slovakia to cooperate in brotherly love for the ac- 
complishment of certain definite ends. It approved most heartily 
of the Lutheran World Conference at Eisenach and provided for a 
distiniguished representation at this International Convention. 

The question before the Convention most difficult of solution 
was concerning a location for the Northwestern Theological Seminary 
and the Pacific Seminary. A Survey Commission had. recommended 
to the Executive Committee that the former Seminary should not be 
established farther east than Fargo, N. D., and that the Seminary 
on the Pacific Coast should be located at Berkeley, Calif. The 
Executive Board approved of this finding of the Commission. The 
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Board of Education expressed a like conviction. A special committee 
of the U. L. C. on the N. W. Seminary and a special committee on 
the Pacific Seminary endorsed this position, The Convention adopt- 
ed the recommendations as to location. This action is significant. 
While the U. L. C. has acknowledged the constitutional rights of a 
Synod to establish an institution where it may determine, it asserts 
the principle that it is the expressed judgment of the Church and of 
the Board of Education that Synods which looks to the whole church 
to assist in financing their educational projects must give recognition 
to the counsel of the Board and of the Church. 

The reports of the various Boards showed that they are func- 
tioning most efficiently. There is a marked tendency to departmental 
organization. This means greater efficiency as well as larger re- 

ts. Reports were thoroughly discussed. The Executive Commit- 
tee was authorized to consider the advisability of combining Boards 
and Committees in the interest of economy. The principle of ad 
interim elections to Boards adopted by the Washington Convention 
was reaffirmed. Those elected to Boards in the interim, serve only 
until the next meetings of the U. L. C. 

The opportunity of the U. L. C. for Home Mission service is 
unexcelled, by any denomination in the United States. The secre- 
taries report fields, vast fields, white unto the harvest, in Canada, in 
the New England States, along the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, in 
the fair Southland, in all the great West and Middle West and great- 
er Northwest, in every metropolis and in every hamlet. There are 
unchurched Lutherans by the hundreds of thousands. There are the 
unsaved by the millions. Men and money must respond to the appeal 
if these great unevangelized masses are to be brought to Jesus Christ. 
W pastorates of the 
The Buffalo Convention rejected a proposal to retain the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Extension in the East and reiterated 
its judgment of the advantage of a Western location when it decided 
finally that the Board should move to Chicago. Several Western 
men were elected to membership of this Board, including a member 
of the Kansas Synod, Rev. C. E. Gardner, D. D. : 

The Foreign Board noted progress in every direction in the 
Foreign field and appealed to the church to furnish men and money 
to meet the urgent calls from these lands that know not the Saviour. 
Permission was granted to this Board to make an appeal for $300,000 
to cover its deficit and to open a new mission in China. The Board 
was authorized to cooperate with other evangelical Missionary Socie- 
ties at work in the Telugu area in India for the establishment and 
maintenance of a united Christian College, under certain restrictions. 
The Board was greatly encouraged that it could report a long list of 
Foreign Missionary pastors. A congregation that contributes $1000 
in excess of its apportionment may have a missionary pastor assigned 
to it. Fifty-four missionaries are now supported in this way. | 

The work of the Board of Education is thoroughly systematized. 
This major Board of the Church promotes work among students in 
non-Lutheran institutions as well as in Lutheran Schools, employing 
active and regional secretaries who touch the lives of thousands of 
Lutheran youth, it distributes literature, it labors for college stan- 
dardization, it enlists men for the ministry, it assists twenty-eight 
United Lutheran church colleges and Seminaries. It is active in the 
establishment of a standard Lutheran Woman’s college. It is work- 
ing for inter-Synodical College cooperation. 

The Department of Stewardship and Benevolence authorized at 
the Washington Convention was not established by the Executive 
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Committee following that Convention, owing to its inability to secure 
competent men to become head of this department. At the Buffalo 
Convention announcement was made of the cooperation of the Lay- 


men’s Missionary Movement with the Executive Committee and the 


development of a plan for its establishment. The Department has 
been established and Rev. C. G. Shatzer, 906 Fairbanks Bldg., Spring- 
field, Ohio, is in the field in the interest of - important feature of 
Christian life. 


One of the most important reports presented was the one ren- 


dered by the Committee on Evangelism. This committee has out- 
lined a practical plan for saving souls. It links the home, the Sun- 
day School, the Church—all the spiritual agencies of the congrega- 


tion in the great work of salvation. The Committee is following up. 


its suggestions now in a most vigorous and commendable manner. 
The Committee urged reliance upon the Word of God and the Sacra- 
ments and fidelity to Jesus Christ in bringing men to faith in Jesus. 


The Committee reminds us that we are under obligation not only to 


gain recruits but to care for our own in such a way that the “crowd 
without” will not be enlarged. We must prevent lapses. 

Your Committee would call the attention of all pastors and 
people to the report of the Committee on Moral and Social Welfare. 
This Committee has encouragd the publication of articles and booklets 
on such questions as Divorce, the Sunday problem and the like. It 


has made a plea for clean and helpful motion pictures. It has pro- 


tested against the marketing of suggestive and indecent cards and 
novelities. It contends for the enforcement of the Prohibition laws. 
It commends the principle of arbitration in labor disputes. It works 
for the kind of citizenship which contends against the vices of pros- 
titution, gambling, common dance halls, a wide open commercialized 
Sunday, and similar flagrant evils. We should lend assistance to 
this committee by distributing its literature, studying its scriptural 
position of the relation of the church to immoral conditions and fol- 
low its suggestions in combating evils in our communities. 

It is of interest to note that the U. L. C. is doing practically 
nothing toward the evangelization of the n The Convention 
decided it would not be the part of wisdom to begin work among 


the colored people at this time. Constituent Synods are instructed 


where opportunity offers and local conditions permit, to undertake 
work among the n The convention approved the steps taken

by the Deaconess Board looking to the eventual estal lishment of a

We would call the attention of Kansas Synod ta the report of 
the Committee on Jewish missions. The U. L. C. is supporting four 
Jewish missions, at Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Toledo. 
The reports says thousands of Jews received the Gospel message for 
the first time gto rsonal contact with our — es or 
through the printed weal ¢ distributed by them. 


Recommendations |

2. The Executive Committee made an exhaustive report in re- 
gard to providing places of service in the church for qualified men 
and women, who desire to devote themselves to lay service. It is our 
conviction that more lay workers should be serying in our pastorates 
as Bible teachers, lay readers, deaconesses, etc. We rcommend there- 
fore the adoption of the recommendation of the Executive Committee 
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that our Conferences discuss at their next meeting the report of Lay 
service, pages 99 to 104 of the Buffalo Convention and pages 32 to 40 
of the minutes of the Washington Convention. 

3. The Executive Committee was instructed to secure and col- 
late the opinions of the Constituent Synods relative to memorials 
i M* the California and Allegheny Synods that the United 
Church should meet in the early summer or early in the 

| Trinity season. We recommend that this Synod go on record as 
a7 4% N favoring the time recommended by the two Synods in their memorial. 

8 4. We recommend that this Synod heartily endorse the plan 


of the Committee on Evangelism for gathering souls in to the kingdom 
of our Lord Jesus Christ and that we approve of the proposition to

11 5. The report of the treasurer showed that the U. L. C. had 


. not paid $625,000 of its apportionment, for the fiscal year ending 
ee July 31, 1922. Kansas Synod contributed $11,800 to an opportion- 
ment of $16,550. This is little more than 71 per cent. Kansas 
Synod has done better than the church at large which contributed 
only about 60 per cent of its budget. We would record our conviction 
that the payment of this budget is of primary importance and our 
first benevolent responsibility. Debts accumulate and embarrass the 
Boards because of the congregation’s failure to meet this demand of 
stewardship. Benevolent deficits are not fair to the churches which 
do — their full apportionment. 

We recommend that the pastors in this Synod solemnly resolve 
to do their utmost by education, agitation, personal solicitation and 
‘cooperation; to place g Synod on the honor roll at the next 


meeting of the U. L.

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REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL SECRETARY 


The conditions of our Sunday School according to the W 
this year are encouraging. There is a forward movement for better 
organization and better work. There is increased enrollment. Last 
year an increase of 500 over the previous year was indicated and 

when we take last A ys reported enrollment for several schools that 
failed in getting in a report this year, we have an increase of 430 
as the record. 

The Salina school has the honor of making the largest increase, 
having 150 more than last year. Wichita is second with 56 and 
Eureka third with 41. 

Four of our schools have jee over $600 * e for local 
expenses. These are Kansas City, St. Mark’s, St. Joseph, Abilene 
and Atchison. .The highest in offerings for benevolence are St. 
f $200.00 ; Atchison, $159.00; Peabody, $120.00, and Lawrence, 


The United Lutheran Church at the Buffalo Coulvention, 1922, 
adopted a standard for Sunday schools somewhat different from the 
General Synod standard. We have made progress during the year. 
In measuring up to this last year only two n were standardized. 
This year we have six. 

There has been a growing sonniation in th minds of religious 
workers for some years that the Sunday School, as a school of reli- 
gious education, is entirely inadequate. A strong movement for 


week day religious educational work has been developed. Several of 


our churches have taken an active interest in this work. 

The Salina church with Dr. B. R. Lantz as pastor has just be- 
gun its second year of week day religious school work with an enroll- 
ment at present of 163. 

The Atchison church, Dr. W. E. Wheeler has just begun this 
work with 97 enrolled. This church also conducted Daily Vacation 
Bible school work for three weeks this past summer with 90 enrolled. 

At Wichita, Dr. E. E. Stauffer, conducted during the summer a 
Daily Vacation Bible school with an enrollment of 24, and will begin 
a week day School of Religious Education on the 24th of this month. 
Dr. Stauffer has taken a leading part in the establishment of week 


day Religious Education the large and of

R REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 


Your Committee on Necrology desires to report that three mem- | 


bers of this Synod passed from the church militant to the church 
triumphant during the past year. | 

On March 9. 1923 the Rev. Booz Franklin Pugh died at his 
home in Ottawa, Kansas. aged 75 years. 7 months and five days. He 
was born at Somerset, Pa., August 4. 1847. During the Civil War 
he served in the 5th Pennsylvania heavy artillery and afterward 
taught school in Somerset, Fairview and Hartmanville, Pa. He 
graduated from the Theological Seminary of Susquehanna Univer- 
sity in 1877, and was ordained to the gospel ministry the same year. 
He served pastorates at Orangeville, III., Rising City and Tekama, 


Nebr.. Sabetha, Wellington and Ottawa, Kansas, and supplied the _ 


church at Garnett, Kansas. for a short time. He was a humble man, 
but most useful. His influence in the home, the church and the 
Synod was beneficent, and many voices unite to bless his memory. 
At the time of his death Brother Pugh was chairman of the Synod 
Committee on Necrology. As he. at former conventions of the Svnod, 
paid tribute to the memory of others, so we now pay sincere tribute 


to his memory. 


His wife, Mrs. Addie F. Caldwell Pugh, preceded her husband 
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on the long journey but a few days. She had been a faithful help- 
meet to him for more than half a century. They were lovely and 
pleasant in their lives, and in death they were not divided.“ Five 


children remain to mourn the loss of a faithful and godly father and

Rev. Hamilton A. Ott, D. D., died at his home in Topeka, Kan- 
sas, March 28, 1923, aged 68 years, 1 month and seven days. He 
was born in Dola, Ohio, February 11, 1885. He passed through the 
public schools of Bucyrus, Ohio, Wittenburg, College and Seminary, 
ar pg from Seminary in 1881. He was ordained by the Miami 

ynod the same year. He served pastorates in Xenia and Brook- 
ville, Ohio, Freeport and Quincy, III., Topeka and Salina, Kansas, 
Dover, Ohio, and Columbia City, Indiana. During the last seven 
years of his life he was Missionary Superintendent of the Kansas 
Synod. He was given the degree of Doctor of Divinity by his alma 
mater in 1905. : | : 

Dr. Ott was a very active and useful servant of the church. 


Possessed of keen business sense and of exceptional organizing abil- 


ity, he held his talent always ready to respond at the call of his 
church. As a pastor he edited a parish paper in several charges, 
“Memorial Chimes,” recognized as a model in its class. For the 
Kansas Synod he edited the Kansas Synod Lutheran, and. prepared 
and published a history of the Synod and other Lutheran activities 
in the state. He made important contributions to the systematizing 
of the finances of Synods, especially along the line of benevolences, 
and gave valuable service in advancing the interests of the Rock 
River Assembly at Dixon, III. He also furnished the blackboard de- 
signs for the “Augsburg Teacher” for many years. He leaves to 
mourn his departure his wife, Lydia Rowe Ott and daughter, Mrs. 
Grace Ott Albino. | | : 


Dr. Ott was a most useful servant of his Master, and his in- 


fluence for good will long be felt in every church he served. He 
Was deeply spiritual, a man of intense convictions. He was truly 
loyal to his church and to the word of God. His works do follow 


Rev. J. A. Burkhart, died at his home, Wakeeney, Kansas, April 
26, 1923, aged 49 years, 11 months and 29 days. He was born at St.
